The author describes this book as ‘‘the story of a murder rather than the story 
of the detection of a murder.’’ It is one of his best-known books, and introduces 
his amusing amateur detective, Roger Sheringham.

A collection of six of the best of Algernon Blackwood’s stories of the supernatural 


and the uncanny. Mr. Blackwood is among the best-known writers of the ghost 
story in English. 


THE THREE FRIENDS. Norman Collins. Penguin Books, 9d. 
A novel of lower middle-class life in England, originally published in 1935. Mr. 


Collins is the author of several novels including Love in Our Time, which has also 
been published in the Penguin Series. 


CAPTAIN SMITH AND COMPANY. Robert Henriques. Heinemann, 7s. 6d. 

An allegory of war in our time and of the human spirit in war. It tells of the vision, 
the dying reverie, of Captain Smith, killed in the moment of demolishing a bridge 
during a cross-channel raid. His final image is superimposed upon the lives of his 
four companions killed with him: he speaks for them all and for all soldier-citizens. 
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THE OLD ROAD FROM SPAIN. Constance Holme. Penguin Books, 9d. 

This novel, first published in 1914, tells of a Westmorland family, one of whose 
ancestors was a survivor of the Spanish Armada. The hero of the book is one of 
the recurring **Spanish Huddlestons,’’ and his attempt to lay the family curse 
and to fit himself into the English life make a dramatic story. Miss Holme is the 
author of many novels, including The Lonely Plough and The Splendid Fairing.
